It is scheduled for 11 a.m. in Belk 
Auditorium and will be followed by 
luncheon in Greenville Dining Hall, 
the president’s reception, pre-com- 
missioning exercises for ROTC grad- 
uates and then the closing commence- 
ment program at which Dent will 
speak at 4:15 p.m. 

President Marc C. Weersing will 
preside over the occasion. He will be 
assisted in the awarding of honorary 
and baccalaureate degrees by Trustee 
Chairman J. Austin Dilbeck of At- 
lanta. 


Frederick B. Dent 


Before becoming Secretary of Com- 
merce in February, 1973, Fred Dent 
served as president of Mayfair Mills 
near Spartanburg for more than 25 
years. He was president of the 
American Textile Manufacturers In- 
‘stitute in 1967 and traveled exten- 
sively studying trade developments 
‘both here and abroad. He is a native 
of Cape May, N. J., a 1943 Yale 


graduate and World War II Navy 
veteran who is married and has five 
children. 

Throughout his career, Dent has 
been a member of a number of busi- 
ness-government advisory groups and 
has held some important corporate 
directorships. He was chairman of a 
successful planning and development 
commission in his home county and 
served as a member of the President’s 
Commission on an _ All-Volunteer 
Armed Force. 


J. Isaac Copeland °31 


A Clinton native and 1931 grad- 
uate of PC, Isaac Copeland has pre- 
sided since 1967 over UNC’s great 
Southern manuscript group of more 
than five million items. It is con- 
sidered one of America’s foremost 
manuscript collections. 

Prior to this position, he was head 
librarian and history professor for 15 
years at Peabody College, where he 
received the Algernon Sydney Sullivan 
Award. Copeland earned two library

degrees at Peabody and acquired his 
PhD from the University of North 
Carolina. During his earlier career, 
he served as librarian at Furman 
University (1932-36) and at Presby- 
terian College (1942-45), and as UNC 
documents librarian (1947-51). He 
has edited a volume of _ historical 
essays and contributed to another 
volume. 


William A. Adams 


William A. Adams, a native of 
Anderson, has served since 1972 as the 
chief executive of Atlanta Presbytery, 
one of the largest and most influential 
presbyteries of the Presbyterian Church 
US. He assumed this position after 
ten years as minister of the Athens 
(Ga.) First Presbyterian Church. Be- 
fore that, he served the West Point 
(Ga.) Church for six years (1956-62). 

Adams is a past moderator of the 
old Synod of Georgia and a trustee 
of Thornwell Orphanage. An honor 
graduate of both Davidson College and 
Columbia Theological Seminary, he 
is married and has five children. 


Annual Giving Eyes $230,000 Goal for 1974 


With $230,000 as the goal for 
PC’s 1974 Annual Giving, a fast start 
already has produced almost one-third 
of this objective: $74,000 has been 
contributed as of May 10. 

The $230,000 goal represents a 10 
percent increase over the record high 
of $211,058 given last year (not in- 
cluding support from church budgets 
and the South Carolina Foundation 
of Independent Colleges). The higher 
goal was established by the alumni 
board of directors because of increased 
PC needs and with the conviction that 


alumni, parents and friends want to 
help meet these needs. 

Alumni set the pace again this 
year. The $70,353 given to date 
comes from these sources: Alumni— 
$40,868; PC Associates (non-alumni, 
faculty and board members)—$12,- 
175; Parents—$3,471; Friends—$13,- 
839. 

Annual Giving seeks support pri- 
marily for such current operating 
objectives as student aid, faculty 
salaries and departmental improve- 
ments. 


Trustees Adopt Record Budget, Reject Dorm Visitations 


resbyterian College trustees 
P adopted a record $4 million 
budget and rejected a student request 
for dormitory visitations as the high- 
light of their spring meeting held on 
campus May 6-7. 

The board also reelected as its of- 
ficers for the coming year: J. Austin 
Dilbeck, Atlanta insurance executive, 
chairman; Ellison S. McKissick, Jr., 
of Greenville, president of Alice Man- 
ufacturing Company, vice-chairman; 
and William L. Watkins, Anderson 
attorney, secretary. 

The new budget, totaling $3,984,- 
386 and representing an 8 percent 
increase over the current one, is 
composed of these categories: instruc- 
tional—$1,323,336; auxiliary enter- 
prises (mainly dining hall and dormi- 
tories) — $1,203,078; administrative 
and general — $590,542; educational 
maintenance—$265,250; student aid 
—$250,000; and capital and con- 
tingency—$352,180.

Randy Hyde Qualifies to High Jump 
In National Championship Track Meet 


Randy Hyde will carry the PC high 
jump record of 6 feet 8 inches with 
him when he competes in the National 
Association of Intercollegiate Track 
and Field Championship in Arkansas 
later this month. He may have to do 
better than that, however, because 
one competitor has cleared the 7-foot 
mark. 

A 6-3 junior from Kannapolis, 
N. C., who transferred to PC last 
fall from Lees McRae College pri- 
marily as a basketball player, Hyde 
is the only PC performer to make the 
national track finals. He registered 
his record jump last March against 
Gardner-Webb. 

Two other PC records also fell 
during the regular season which found 
the Blue Hose under Coach Bobby 
Strock winning all nine of the dual 
meets and finishing fourth in NAIA 
District Six. Ken Milton of Green- 
wood raised the triple-jump mark to 
44 feet 4-1/4 inches, while Alex 
Rogers of Clinton soared to 13 feet 
74% inches in the pole vault.

artha Dendy washed clothes for Presbyterian College 
students for more than 50 years and put nine chil- 
dren through college. 

Today, a $15,000 scholarship memorializing this noble 
woman has been established at PC by three of her sons— 
the first black individuals to endow a scholarship here. 

The Martha and Young Dendy, Sr., Scholarship is 
given by David E. Dendy and Robert Y. Dendy, both of 
Clinton, and Dr. and Mrs. William F. Dendy of Evansville, 
Ind. Interest on this investment will be used to provide 
financial aid to qualified needy students, black and white, 
with special consideration given to a descendant of Young 
and Martha Dendy should one apply. 

Young and Martha Dendy were among the old estab- 
lished black families of Clinton. He was a contracting 
carpenter who died in 1940. 


She knew nine presidents during 50 years 


Martha Dendy worked for Presbyterian College students 
from the college’s early beginnings before the turn of the 
century until 1950, running a laundry for the men students 
during a period when nine presidents came and went. With 
her earnings from this enterprise, she sent all nine of her 
children to college. And at the time of her death in 1953 
at age 86, she had accumulated considerable property in 
both the business and residential sections of Clinton. 

Son David Dendy, now retired after 40 years as a 
public school principal and spokesman for the group in 
establishing the scholarship, recalled that as a boy he 
picked up and delivered within the dormitories the students’ 
clothes his mother had hand-laundered. He said: 

“T helped with this right up to when I went off to col- 
lege, and I remember the charge in those early days was 
25 cents a bundle—and vou could put evervthing in the 
bundle. At one point, she had four women working under 
her. By the time mv mother retired from this work, her 
prices were bv the piece at commercial rates, and the stu- 
dents brought their washing to her house.” 

Martha Dendv had little formal education, but she had 
a native intelligence and driving ambition which she passed 
on to her children. David Dendy remembers that, as his

mother proudly added the college diplomas of his older 
brothers and sisters to the walls of their simple home, he 
was fired with the urge to earn one of his own. He added: 

“Mama thought a great deal of the many PC students 
she came to know through the years, and they returned 
her respect and affection. Once she made a loan to a student 
who needed just a little more money to finish his senior 
year. He graduated and repaid her soon after. In all of her 
work, she kept her accounts in her head and never seemed 
to get mixed up.” 


“We believe this scholarship says something” 


Among the three brothers establishing the PC scholar- 
ship, David Dendy earned his BA degree from Morris 
Brown University and did post-graduate work at Howard 
University and South Carolina State. He was principal of 
St. Alban Training School at Simpsonville for 25 years 
before returning to Clinton to head the Martha Dendy 
School until his retirement in 1967. His active civic leader- 
ship includes being a member of the Clinton Housing 
Authority, the Clinton Planning Commission, Chamber of 
Commerce and a YMCA director. Dr. William F. Dendy 
earned his degrees at S. C. State and Meharry Medical 
College and settled in Evansville, Ind., to practice dentistry 
for more than 50 years. Robert Dendy, also holding a 
decree from S. C. State, was a postal clerk in New York 
City for 35 years before retiring in Clinton. 

David Dendy said his family through the years has 
tried to contribute to the development of Clinton’s black 
community, especially in terms of the school library and 
equipment as well as various recreational facilities. He 
added: 

“My two brothers and I thought the scholarship at PC 
in memory of our mother would be appropriate, because 
here was her life’s work and where she made the money 
for our opportunities. Also, our family has always enjoyed 
fine relationships with white people, and we believe this 
scholarship says something. It will help black students and 
white students to get a good education at Presbyterian Col- 
lege. I know Martha Dendy would like that very much, 
because she believed so strongly in education.” 
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
